rado Spring* is placed by Aesse-wor 
Sthrelber this year at |I2,585,+W, Cer- 
tain city officials say that there- ia 
some doubt as to whether bank depor- 
ts should not be assessed at their full 
vajue, in which ease the valuation of 
'olorado Springs' this rear would, be 
almost double that given by Schreiber, 
and they wou^d have no trouble in 
securing1 more than enough awney for 


1919 appropriation* on a 13-mill 


ev>. Even taking a 40 per' cent ba,- 
si». they say, the Colorado Springs 
banlu would show an assessed valua- 
ion of about *4,M».000, instead of only 
about 1300.900, as is now the case. In 
other words, a 40 per cent valuation 
on the Colorado Springs bank deposits 
would furnish* the city official* with 
taxable deposits about 16 times the
